The mills were, he said, far ‘ess 
liable to close down when not controlled 
by trusts. 

Referring to the full dinner pall argu- 
ment, he said: 

“The Bible tells us that there was once 
a man named Esau, who sold his birth- 
right for a full dinner pail, and he has 
been held in derision ever since.”’ 

Discussing the increase of the standing 
army, Mr. Bryan commented upon tne 
fact that Secretary Root is reported to 
have decided to recommend a permanent 
increase of the army to 100,000.

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MILLIONS INVESTED 
NOW IN EDUCATION 


| 
“Western Reserve University Makes 
Startling Disclosures. 


Mortgages and Bonds Consume the 


Productive Funds of Colleges. 


FEW ONLY INVEST IN REAL ESTATE 
President Thwing Shows Where the 
Money of Schools Is Now 
Invested. 


Cleveland, Ohio, October 9.—President 
Charles F. Thwing, D.D., L.L.D., of 
Western Reserve university, has collect- 
,ed reports from between one and two 
| hundred of the representative colleges of 
_ the United Statesrelative to their finances 
_and investments. The reports are said 
to show that at least four-fifths of all 

the productive funds of the colleges are 
invested in bonds and mortgages. Few 
colleges, and a few only, have a part of 
_ their endowment in stocks of any sort. 
| A few of. them, notably Columbia ‘and 
| Harvard, have invested largely in real 
| estate. Cornell university has about 
| $4,000,000 in bonds and about $2,000,000 in 
| mortgages; Wabash has property of 
| $362, of which $18,000 is in buildings, 
| $21,000 in bonds, 3224,000 in mortgages; the 
| University of California has somewhat 

more than $2,000,000 equally divided be- 
| tween bonds and mortgages; Weslevtan 
university has $1,125,000, of which $81,000 is 
'in real estate, $260,000 in bonds, $77,000 in 
| Stocks, $686,000 in mortgages; of the 
$3,000,000 possessed by Northwestern uni- 
| versity, $150,000 is represented in build- 
ings, bonds and mortgages, and the bal- 
| ance is embodied in lands and leases; the 
| property of the University of Pennsylva- 
| nia, more than $2,500,000, is divided into 
| $357,000 in buildings, $514,vv0 bonds, $127,000 
| in stocks, $429,000 in mortgages, and the 
| remaining $1,000,000 is, as the treasurer 
| describes, ‘in other values.” Harvard's 
| immense property is changed in ‘the forms 
| of its investments more frequently than 
| the property of many coleges; but of its 
| ten or more millions, railroad bonds and 
| real estate represent the larger share, 
| the amount of bonds exceeding the value 
of real estate. 

| In the United States are no less than 
' twenty colleges, each having an income- 
| producing property of at least $1,000,000. 
i Among these are our two oldest collleges: 
| Harvard, which has more than $10,000.000, 
'and Yale, which has about $5,000,000. Col- 
'umbia has an amount of ,property, largely 
' real, that brings an annual revenue of at 
least $425,000; Cornell has about $6,000,000; 
| the University of Chicago has $8,000,000 or 
/more; and Johns Hopkins has_ $3,000,000. 
The Northwestern university also has 
$5,000,000 and the University of Pensylvania 
' somewhat more than $2,500,000; Wesleyan 
| university of Middletown, Conn., has more 
than $1,000,000, as also has Amherst, as 
well as Boston university: Rochester uni- 
versity has about $1,200,000: Tulane uni- 
| versity of Louisiana is to be placed above 
the million mark, as are also Western 
| Reserve university of. Ohio, and Brown 
| university of Rhode Island. Several 
' state universities are possessed of either 
| funds or an income insured by the state 
| representing property of at least $1,000,000. 
Among the wealthier of these universities 
|} are those of Calhrornia, of Michigan, of 
| Wisconsin and Minesota. 
| In the United States are about four 
| dundred colleges reporting more or less 
| fully to tbe national bureau of education. 
| If, therefore, the number of colleges pos- 
| sessed of more than $1,000,000 each is so 
small, it is evident that the vast majority 
| of our colleges are poor. The number 
of colleges which have each than 
| $20,000 in interest-bearing funds is consid- 
'erably larger than the number of those 
which have more than $200,000. The lat- 
| est reports show that all these colleges 
| have at least $150,000,000, wience they de- 
| rive the income for their support. “The 
| value of the grounds, buildings, and ap- 
| paratus of these colleges is another $150,- 
| 000,000.

Cornell has a unique way of reserv- 
ing 5 per cent of its estimated income of 
the coming vear. If the year, when it is 
passed, shows a surplus, the surplus goes 
into the fund available for the year yet 
to follow—as excellent a way as it is un- 
common, and one quite certain of result- 
ing in the abolition of the too common 
deficit. 

In the University of California four- 
fifths of the income {is devoted to instruc- 
tion, one-fifth to administration; in 
Northwestern university 72 per cent to 
instruction and 30 to administration. In 
the University of Michigan 
goes to instruction, one-third to 
istration. 

The salary of the most highly paid pro- 
fessors in American colleges considered 
in the aggregate is about $2,000, and the 
salary of other professors, about $1,500. 
The average number of members in the 
faculty of American colleges, taking 124 
colleges as a basis, is sixteen and cne- 
half persons. Two or three colleges cre 
paying to a few teachers salaries of $7,000, 
and perhaps ten colleges are paying $4,000 
at least. The present tendency is toward 
an increase of the highest salaries and 
toward a decrease of the stipend of new 
instructcrs. 

Most of the money, except that bestow- 
ed by its great benefactor, given to the 
University of Chicago, has come from 
Chicago. The largest part of the money 
that has been received by Columbia in 
recent years has come from New York. 
The largest part of the money given to 
Harvard has come from Boston. The 
largest part of the money given to West- 
ern Reserve and Adelbert has had its 
source in Cleveland. It is significant 
that of the million and a third raised for 
the sesquicentennial fund of Princeton 
not a single dollar is reported as having 
been given by ‘anybody resident {n New 
England. The gifts to Leland Stanford 
university came from the gift of one who 
converted his home into a site for the 
university, and the beneficences of the 
University of California have come quite 
largely from those living in or near San 
Francisco. 

About one-half of the wealth that is be- 
stowed in beneficence is the result of be- 
quests, and about one-half also is the 
result of gifts.

On 
March 3, 1893. for instance, there was de- 
posited to Captain Carter’s account $7,600. 
It was not until March 14th that John F.

$32,000 payment on a contract. Mr. John- 
son. claimed that. the.$7,600 was Carter's 
share of the check, but could give no rea- 
son for his having received it eleven 
days in advance. It was after the dis- 
covery of five or six instances that John- 
son repeated his statement that many 
of his conclusions were arrived at by 
deductions. 

The afternoon session was taken up 
with questions and answers which re- 
ferred to the tabulated statements com- 
piled by Mr. Johnson since the courtmar- 
tial of Captain Carter... The statements 
were sub-divided inton nine ‘‘divisions.” 
The witness called them ‘‘divisions’’' be- 
cause each referred to the money re- 
ceived from the government for a partic- 
ular contract. 

With the aid of an accountant ‘counsel 
took up the divistons item by item. and 
the witness explained his theory nd 
traced each sum named through different 
banks and brokers to the original gov- 
ernment check made out to John F.

SAYS RICHARDSON 


Tennessee Congressman Predicts 
the Election of Bryan, 


SAYS NEW YORK IS SAFE 


After Reviewing the Work in the 
East and the West the Minority 
Leader in the House 
Expresses Himself 
Freely.

Washington, October 9.—(Special.)—Ma- 
jor Richardson, of Tennessee, is here, 
after several weeks spent at the eastern 
branch of national headquarters at New 
York, and he regards the democratic out- 
look just as hopeful as it could possibly 
be under all the circumstances. ‘“‘Under 
all the circumstances” is the qualification 
generally ‘put upon their estimates by 
democratic leaders, who recognize that 
the republican party, as the representa- 
tive of all the great trusts, is the most 
formidable political organization this 
country has ever known, and that it may 
be able, through the liberal expenditure 
of trust money, to overthrow all recent 
political precedents. 

It is not to be presumed from this qual- 
ification that the Tennessee leader takes 
a pessimistic view of the outlook. On 
the contrary, he feels that the democrats 
have an excellent chance to elect Mr. 
3ryan; and while he is chary in making 
predictions, he takes every pains to em- 
phasize his belief that all the power of 
the republican party and all the money 
at their command will not be sufficient 
this year to duplicate the performance of 
1896. 

Conditions in New York. 

“New York? Why, I can only say this 
about New York,” said Major Richard- 
son, in response to my questions. ‘The 
democratic leaders of that state believe 
they are going to capture the electoral 
vote. I have been thrown with them 
most intimately, and I know their real 
feelings. Mr. Croker is thoroughly satis- 
fied with conditions in the city and is 
honest in his belief that there will be a 
democratic majority of 100,000 below the 
Bronx. He is not a man given to moon- 
shine estimates. He knas the politics 
of New York city as no dther man in it 
does, and he would have no reason on 
earth to deceive us or himself by making 
roseate estimates which could not be ful- 
filled. 

“Now, unless all the calculations of the 
politicians of both parties are amiss, we 
will not need that big a majority to carry 
the state. Frank Campbell, the head of 
the state committee, has a thorough and 
excellent organization and he knows what 
is going to happen. He says thatif Bryan 
has as much as 80,000 majority in the city, 
the state can be counted on for the dem- 
ocratic column. Campbell is not given to 
talking through his hat. These estimates 
are not mere guess work, you under- 
stand, but are the conclusions of trained 
political leaders, based upon reports from 
every part of the city and the state. 
Harmony? Why, perfect harmony pre- 
vails among all democrats. Both harmo- 
ny and enthusiasm. The reports to the 
contrary are simply the work of the un- 
friendly newspapers. Now while I know

Instead 
of giving the miner 10 per cent increase 
flat, he will have his credit side increased, 
say, 3 per cent, and from his debit side 
will be subtracted 7 per cent or whatever 
percentage of expense is found the dif- 
ference in the cost of his powder amounts 
to. The purpose is simply to put an end 
to the howling about powder being svid 
at exorbitant prices. Powder is the basis 
of the wage scale, it is explained, and to 
decrease its cost is to increase the wages. 
The fact that the operators do not want 
strikes, and that they realize the United 
Mine Workers’ organization is here to 
stay, will, it is pointed out, have a tend- 
ency to dissuade any double dealing on 
part of the operators, even if they 
were inclined to do a thing of this kind.

The Hire of Convicts. 


TLe state is to be congratulated 
one result of the new rete law that 
the penitentiary system has been placed 
upon a self-supporting basis. 

According to figures which have al- 
penty been published, the state will 

ave received by the Ist of January 
next, $200,000 from the hire of con- 
victs, Of this $120,000 has been expend- 
ed in the maintenance of the system, 
leaving $80,000 to the credit of the 
treasury. As $20,009 of the amount 
spent was for extraordinary purposes. 
the regular surplus should be $100,000. 
Whether even $100,000 should be taken 
up in the expenses of the system is a 
question which should receive the 
closest legislative scrutiny. The temp- 
tation is always go great, in public af- 
fairs, to make easy jobs and to 
attach to them. galaries which 
the ocupants could not com- 
mand in private life, that it has 
to be held down with firm hand. An 
employee of the state should do just as 
hard a day’s work for it as he would 
exact from a man in his private em- 
ployment, and should not get a single 
cent more for his services than is cur- 
rent in the regular industria] world. 
This is said without any reference to

guide in public employment. 

With a surplus in the treasury from 
this source there will undoubtedly be a 
disposition to cover it into the treas- 
ury for general purpoges, to the neglect 
of certain great demands which should 
come first upon it.

All together have been thrown in- 
to the single foul pool of pollution. 
This is a most scandalous state of af- 
fairs, which, for the good name of our 
Christian commonwealth, should be 
brought to a close. It should be reme- 
died even at the cost of an extra task 
upon the people. No man could ob 
ject to it, and every humane instinct 
would indorse it. The presence of 2 
surplus from the penitentiary fund ren- 
ders such a step unnecessary, however. 
Devote as much of that fund as may 
be necessary to the e&tablishmerit of a 
state reformatory. It is just as imper- 
ative as the existence of the state san- 
itarium for th» insane. 

It is true that Fulton and Richmond 
are making local efforts toward re- 
formatories, but this is a state and not 
a local work. It should not be fastened 
upon any one single community. It 
needs the whole power and help of the 
State to make it effective. Thus the 
wages of crime would be devoted to 
the prevention of crime. a purpose 
which should engage the hearty sym- 
pathy of all men and women. 

The presence of this large fund 
should make a state reformatory the 
certain outcome of the first session of 
the legislature-elect.

charters held by the Michigan Central, 
Lake Shore and Grank Trunk railroads in 

Michigan. 

That these special charters will be re- 
pealed is almost a certainty, as the 
Michigan Central agreed today, after a 
conference with a special committee ap- 
pointed by the legislature for tre purpose, 
to submit to the repeal of their charter 
under certain conditions.

UNIQUE SWINDLER 


A Woman Who Robbed .un- 
dreds of People, 


PRACTICED MANY FRAUDS 


Was Taken in Custody Early Yester- 
day Morning—Her Trial in the 
Recorder’s Court — Faced 
by Several of Her 
Victims. 


The police arrested early yesterday 

morning one of the most remarkable fe: 
male criminals that has ever been dealt 
courts in the-state. 
fact that she has svstematic- 
hundreds of in the 
city for several years is the strange story 
which she tells of herself when she as- 
perts that she Knows nothing of the rob- 
'bertes, and this may partially be true, as 
she is said to have “queer spells’ every 
now al! then. 

"Ne woman is Fannie Smith, 
that is the last name she gives, but the 
show that she has had any- 
where from. seventy-five to one hundred 
different names. She took a new name 
for each new swindle, 

She 1 bright mukatto, 
frank and 
better than the average negro. 

Fannie did not resort to just one trick 
to get money dishonestiy, but 
to have hit upon something entirely novel 
time, and the new trick and a new 
made it ditticult for the police to 
A few years ago she Was con- 
victed for some dishonest act, and she 
served a sentence in the chaingang. 

Two nights ago Officers Eddleman and 
Sewell secured fresh evidence against the 
woman, and at the sa'ne time ascertain- 
ed where she was hiding. They went in 
@ driving rain and caught ner. 

Yesterday afternoon Fannie was ar- 
raigned in the police court. The evidence 
against her was of a most interesting 
It showed that the woman had 
robbed hundreds of many of 
whom she fleeced of large sums of money. 
She even invaded religious circles and 
shamefully forged the names of preachers 
and members of churches. It was her 
game to become-a “‘sister’’ in some church 
soc-ety, and then go about with a forged 
paper from ner pastor raising money. 
lhis, however, was only her manipula- 
tions among the church peuple, and she 
worked all sorts of schemes among other 
peuple. 

Was Faced by Her Victims. 
When the unique female swindicr ap- 
pecred in the recorder’s court she was 
faced by about two dozen cf her victims. 

“We have brought these,’’ stated Officer 
Eddleman, “‘just to show the nature ot 
Women's transactions. We could 
bring hundreds more whom she has 
robbed.”’ 

One woman told how Fannie, then call- 
ing herself ‘‘Sister’’ Belle Borden, had se- 
cured a number of contritutions of 35 
each to keep the sheriff from. selling 
Friendship Baptist church, which was 
never in debt. In this way she raisea 
about $100, working upon the supersti- 
tions of the negroes, who were told that 
it would mean something terrible for a 
church to be sold at auctior. 

Another womaa told how Fannie, who 
Was then known cs Georgie Moore, had 
offered her a place as a sick nu-se at $40 
&@ icoath, there being a tragic story about 
the patient requiring great secrecy. That 
Was why such big wages were to 2e paid. 

“I sed ter merse’r, I cid,” stated the 
Witness, “dat -lem wages wus ernuff ter 
tempt ennybody an’ I tuk de sitter vashun. 
Den Georgie Moore, dis same ’oman here 
whut sez she 1s Fannie Smith, ’lowed dat 
I mus’ gib her $2.50 ter gettin’ de place 
fer me.

The announcement of the selection of 
Frank Weldon, of this city, for the in- 
spectorship, which was made by Commis- 
sioner Stevens yesterday afternoon, was 
received with satisfaction by all the offi- 
cials of the state, many of whom had in- 
dorsed the application of the popular At- 
lantian. Frank Weldon, formerly a mem- 
ber of the staff of The Constitution, is 
of the best known newspaper men 
in the state. At the present time he holds 
the office of president of the Atlanta Lec- 
ture Association. / 

Office Is Important One, 

Recently the number of inspectors of 
oil in the state has been increased and 
this has necessitated a subdivision of 
the districts as they existed formerly. 
The district of Atlanta has been divided 
up, so that it now includes only Atlanta 
and Fulton county.
